CAHIBOO QUARTZ DEVELOPSIENT- 
CO-0PERATI01T XTEOESSARY. 



Unless somo plan, bo speedily adopt- 
ed for a concerted and combined effort 
on the part of companies owning claims 
at Cariboo we begin to fear that the 
day when investors in mining stocks 
can speak with any degree of certainty 
as to the real valuo of their property 
will bo more remote than some sanguino 
persons anticipate. At this moment 
thero are eight of ten limited liability 
companies with stock divided into 
850,000 shares and representing a nom- 
inal capital of about $5,000,000, hold- 
ing chums on or near the Bonanza lode. 
These claims aro believed to bo valua- 
ble. Assays and milling tests have 
given results that are at least satisfac- 
tory ; and confidence is felt that men 
who possess sufficient faith and money 
to bold on to their stock and pay as- 
sessments will sooner or later reap 
largo profits from their investments. 
This, of course, is looking at the enter- 
prise of opening the quartz lodges from 
the standpoint of individual or personal 
advantage. When the broader view is 
taken, and it is considered that the de- 
velopment of the Cariboo quartz fields 
would placo prosperity within the roach 
of overy individual at present within 
the Province, and attract capital ami 
peoplo from all parts of the globe, an 
early, systematic and concerted effort 
would seem to bo the only course left 
to tho companies who have undertaken 
■to work claims at Cariboo. Failing 
such action many months may olapse 
before the first stnmp can bo set in mo- 
tion. At present thero is on the ground 
a 20-stamp mill, which has cost the 
company owning it a largo sum of 
money. This company is desirous of 
testing tho ledges in the only practical 
way, viz: actual crushing. Until that 
shall have been done it would be a 
work of futility for any company 
to attempt to float sufficient stock to 
place another mill on the ground. There 
is, also, this condition that must be held 
in mind: It is just possible that the 
quartz would not pay a profit for crush- 
ing, and in that case the various com- 
panies — supposing them financially 
competent to effect the object — would 
have spent a large sum of money in 
demonstrating that quartz mining in 
Cariboo is an unprofitable pursuit. The 
simple solution of the problem lies in 
co-operation— for all tho companies to 
work or labor with mutual efforts to 
promote tho one object — to cease oper- 
ations except such are necessary to hold 
the claims and to assist the only com- 
pany that is in a position to claiiri thoir 
assistanco to set their mill at work, con- 
senting to be recouped for their advances 
in crushing ore upon the completion of 
the mill. In this manner a light assess- 
ment per foot on the extent of ground 
held by each company for two or throe 
months would be sufficient to start 
the mill, and prove the property 
that nominally represents four or 
five millions of dollars, but which 
might bo found, after submission to act- 
ual milling test, to possess very little 
real value. By tho adoption of the co- 
operative system the expenditure of 
many thousands of dollars would 
be saved until tho valuo of tho mines 
shall have boon ascertained. If 
the result proved favorable there would 
then bo no difficulty in raising all tho 
funds necessary for opening and work- 
ing all the auriferous lodes in tho coun- 
try. Failing in the adoption of a co- 
operative scheme, the mill cannot com- 
mence crushing rock for several months 
at least, no one company being in a 
position to pay heavy monthly assess- 
ments for the purpose of starting it. 
Wo have thrown out theso crudo ideas 
in tho hope that they will meet at least 
with tho consideration of those most 
interested in the advancement of the 
country and the early proving of the 
Cariboo ledges. If they are deemed 
worthy of adoption no time should be 
lost in perfecting a scheme, so that 
the one thing remaining to be known 
of tho Cariboo quartz ledges, viz : — will 
they pay? — may be known before the 
close of tho brief Cariboo summer.

Editoii Colonist: — The arrival of tho 
Premier on Saturday furnished an oppor- 
tunity for a demonstration in his favor, 
and rejoicing on account of tho (suppos- 
ed) benefits his arrival would bring in its 
train.

EUROPE. 

Constantinople, Juno 22. — - Tho 
whole Turkish right wing has made- a 
forward movement. It is understood 
that England advocates tho formation 
of gen d'armes to replace the Russian 
army of occupation. 

The Russians recently requested tho 
British consul at • Dourmar to billot 
some soldiers and in consequence of his 
refusal threatened to tear down tho 
British flag. Minister Layard instructed 
the consul to confine himself to a pro- 
tost. 

London, June 24, — A Berlin corres- 
pondent says Sophia is to bo included 
in Northern Bulgaria. The former re- 
port that the city was to be included 
in Roumelin was erroneous. The pow- 
ers consented to this condition, that 
the frontier pass so close to tho south 
of the town as not to menace Austrian 
interests in that quarter. Prince 
Govtschakoff was absent from tho con- 
gross on Saturday. He suffered from 
a fresh attack of the gout. The new 
autonoman province south of tho Bal- 
kans is to be named Eastern Roumolia. 

All Berlin correspondents agree in 
declaring tho settlement of tho Bul- 
garian question as entirely due to the 
firmness of the British representatives 
in tho congress. Russian concessions 
on this head again aro said to bo en- 
tirely dependent on conditions for the 
organization and administration of 
Roumolia. One condition is that the 
Russian troops when they evacuate 
Roumolia are to bn replaced by native 
militia composed of Christians or 
Mussulmans according to tho prevail- 
ing religion of the district. The French 
representatives in the congress support 
Lord Beaconfield's demands on tho 
Bulgarian question. 

Berlin, June 21. — It is stated in 
Russian diplomatic circles that the 
discussion on tho delineation of Bul- 
garia is taking a favorable turn; but 
difficulties are apprehended in reference 
to tho evacuation of Shunilaand Varna 
by the Turks. 

London', June 2-1. — Tho Post says 
Russia is now authoritatively told she 
is as far from Constantinople, if not 
indeed further, than she was whon the 
war begun. Herein lies the bitterness 
of mortification to which she must now 
submit.

The Queen of Spain is; dying. 

The Czar is expected in Berlin short- 
ly on his way to Ems. 

New York, June 24. — A London 
dispatch says party riots occurred in 
Belfast Saturday night, in which sev- 
eral persons were killed and many 
wounded. 

— Queen Mercedes 
received tho last sacrament of the 
church at f> o'clock this morning in tho 
presence of the King, members of tho 
[Royal and Montpensier families and

S Rome, June 21. — Instructions havo 
Leen finally issued from tho Vatican to 
[Neapolitan Bishops to tako the Royal 
exequatur and revenues and palaces of 
dioceses. Hitherto the Bishops have 
ignored tho exequatur and received 
monthly subscriptions from the Vati- 
can, but tho great falling off in Peter's 
Pence renders tho strictest economy 
necessary.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, June 25. — Tho 
Bulletin will publish a statement of 
the productions of over forty princi- 
pal mines of the Pacific Coast for the 
Snonth of May. The aggregate gold is 
SI, 222,748; silver $1,925,424; load, 
$11-1,090. Of these mines seven are 
gold, sixteen are silver, thirteen are 
gold and silver and four are a mixture of 
gold, silver and lead. Tho production 
falls below returns of April by $500,- 
000 in gold and $425,000 in silver, 
chiefly due to [the reduced production 
of Bonanza mines. 

It is rumored that in anticipation of 
defeat in Convention, the Kearnoyites 
are seeking fusion with the democrats, 
though as yet without success.

Church. Hows. 

In vie w of the uneasiness produced 
in the church of the Congregational or- 
der by tho proceedings of the recent 
Conference, at Leicester, tho Congre- 
gational Union at its meeting in May 
will act upon resolutions affirming the 
envangolical character of Congre- 
gationalism in England. Tho Lei- 
cester Conferonce,it will be remombored, 
took place last autumn, and its theory 
was that agreement in theological, 
critical, or historical opinion can no 
longer bo held essential to religious 
communion. 

It is a curious and exhilarating spec- 
tacle in tho cathedral at Seville, during 
tho celebration of Mass, to seo a num- 
ber of boys, in cocked hats,kneo breeches, 
and silk stockings, gravely dancing a 
minuet beforo tho altar. It is even 
more curious to find that tho custom is 
ono of tho greatest antiquity. More 
than a thousand years ago when the 
Arabs captured tho city and invaded 
tho cathedral, aomo young men by 
dancing gravely and slowly forward, 
hold their attention while the Canons, 
laden with treasure, escapted at tho 
back of tho church. In commemoration 
of this artifice over since tho cathedral 
came again into Christian hands tho 
dance has been a featuro of tho service. 

Tho company appointed for rovisiou 
of tho Old Testament met at Westmin- 
ister, London, England, on Saturday, 
April 13, and continued their work to 
the end of the first chapter of Esther. 
Tho company havo now revised tho 
accepted English version of tho his- 
torical book from Genesis to Nohemiah, 
inclusive; the Psalms, Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Lamentations, Ezekiol, Hosea, Joel, 
Amos, Obadiah, and, Jonah. Tho 
Now Testament Company of Revisers 
hold their seventy-ninth session in tho 
Jerusalem Chamber, London, on Tuos- 
day, April 9, and proceeded to the 
second revision of tho Epistle to tho 
Corinthians. 

In tho case of tho Rev. Fergus Fer- 
guson tho Glasgow United Presbyterian 
Presbytery has declared tho first count 
of the libel relevant, Tho session was 
long and stormy; somo of the members 
forgetting their ministerial dignity, and 
in ono instance proceedings came to 
blows. 

In tho Lower Houso of Convocation, 
tho Dean of Lichfield, Prolocutor, pro- 
siding, the Rev. Prebendary Ainslio 
(Henstridgo) said ho had a short peti- 
tion put into his hands to present, and 
as it was short, and on a matter of con- 
siderable importance and interest to 
many, ho asked permission, under tho 
now standing order, to read it in exlen- 
so. The Prolocutor put tho question, 
and it was agreed that the petition bo 
read. Probendary Ainslio then read 
the petition as follows: — 

"To tho Very Reverend tho Prolocu- 
tor, the Very Reverend the Deans, tho 
Venerablo Archdeacons, and tho Rov. 
erond ProetorB of the Lower House of 
Convocation of Canterbury in session 
assembled. The humble petition of tho 
undersigned Charles Gutch, B.D., priest 
of the diocese of London, and incum- 
bent of St. Cyprian's, St. Maryobono, 
sheweth: — 1. That two persons, ono of 
them a Jowess, wero married by civil 
contract beforo tho Superintendent-Reg- 
istrar of St. George's, Hanover squaro, 
on the 20th March last. 2. That sub- 
sequently, on the Bmnc day, these two 
porsons, being married, presented them- 
selves at Christ church, Mayfair, for 
the solemnizing of their union with 
tho marriage service of the Church of 
England. 3. That a priest of this dio- 
ceso did then and there read the Church 
service with thorn, and did therefore, 
according to that service, bless thorn in 
the name of tho Father, of tho Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost. 4. That this use 
of the servico for one who is an unbe- 
liever in the Christian religion is a plain 
profanation of holy things, and *a great 
scandal in the eyes of your petitioners 
and of many other Christians. 5. That 
this coremony was performed under the 
sanction of a licenso, which was issued 
from the bishop's registry, and carried 
tho episcopal seal, and styled the two 
persons "ono well beloved in Christ." 
G. That such license was not meroly 
needless in tho case of two porsons al- 
ready joinod by civil contract, but 
might have been withheld at the dis- 
cretion of the bishop or hiB registrar 
acting under his instructions. (See 
opinion of Sir Travers Twiss, late Vi- 
car-General, which was read by Bishop 
Wilberforce in the Upper House of 
Convocation February 11, 1872.) 7. 
That your petitioner, feeling deeply ag- 
grieved at this manifest breach of 
Church order and profanation of holy 
rites, earnestly entroats your roverend 
House to take the whole matter into 
your gravo consideration, and to deal 
with it as your reverend House shall 
deem most conducive to the honor of 
our Lord Jesus Christ aud the discipline 
of the Church and the interests of true 
religion among us, and your petitioner 
will ever pray, etc. 

Signed by me, 

Charles Gutch, B.D. 

This fifteenth day of May, in tho 
year of Our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-eight."

Littls Girls Smothered, ia a 
Trunk. 



One of the most awful calamities ever 
recorded is that of the death of the two 
daughters of Mrs. Amelia Moench, first 
assistant teacher of German in the 
Franklin school, by being suffocated in 
a trunk. The little girls have for a 
year past been with their father on a 
farm four miles from Dixon, Mo., ono 
hundred and thirty-eight miles from St. 
Louis. Mrs. Moench spends her vaca- 
tions on tho farm, and was prepared to 
go to her husband and children imme- 
diately upon tho close of school. On 
Sunday evening she received tho fol- 
lowing telegram from a friend living in 
Dixon: 

On returning homo last evening Mr. 
Moench found both little girls dead in 
a trunk. I am going out to see. 

Ned C. F. Walter 

Mr. Moench had gone to Dixon on 
Saturday, and his little girls called 
cheerfully after him to hurry back, and 
if ho wrote to their mamma to send 
their love. On his return ho was sur- 
prised not to see them awaiting him. 
Ho called but received no answer.^ Ho 
wont into the house and saw tho tray 
of tho trunk setting on the floor. A 
horrible fear flashed on his mind. Ho 
opened the trunk and found the two 
little girls; the younger, who was un- 
derneath, was evidently passed all hope, 
but tho elder was still warm and limp. 
Not a neighbor was within half a mile. 
The father dashed cold water on the 
children, then rubbed them with vinegar, - 
and mado every effort to restore anima 
tion, laboring until after 12 o'clock, 
but in vain. He then gave up in des- 
pair, and went to seek help from a 
neighbor. The distance from the rail- 
road station and telegraph caused the 
delay by which Mrs. Moench was pre- 
vented from oven seeing her little 
daughters before their burial. 

Their ages wero eight and five years. 
It was learned that the little girls were 
in tho habit of playing hide and seek, 
and had often hid in tho trunk separ- 
ately. It had been their habit to hide 
when they saw their father returning 
home, in order to enjoy the sport of 
having him hunt them. The trunk 
had no spring lock, and why they wero 
unable to raise the lid remains a mys- 
tery, but it is supposed the heat over- 
came them immediately. Their faces 
gave no indicationthat they struggled or 
suffered, being calm and smiling. The 
little girls were particularly bright, in" 
telligent, healthy, and the circumstan- 
ces of their death are such as to awak- 
en a sympathizing pang in every par- 
ent's heart. — ,SV. Louis dispatch, June 
4th, to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Doath from Ethor. 



[From tho London Week.] 

The caso of a child who died at a 
dentists under tho influence of ether, 
has caused much discussion. Tho med- 
ical man who administered the anaes- 
thetic wrote to tho Times on Friday to 
state that tho child was perfectly 
healthy, that he alono is responsible for 
tho accident, and that ho cannot "ac- 
count satisfactorily" for tho "sad ter- 
mination of tho case." We hope that 
a very thorough inquiry will be mado 
into all tho circumstances. Many dis 
asters that havo occurred led to tho be- 
lief that more people come to their 
deaths under the influence of chloro- 
form or other than is generally sup- 
posed, In thin instance, a mother 
takes a child to a dentist to have a 
tooth extracted, ether is administered 
under medical advice and supervision, 
and the child is left dead in the chair. 
It is a most shocking incident, and al- 
though-we do not wish to imply that 
anybody has been to blame, wo insist 
that it is a case for most searching in 
vestigation. It is at least desirable 
that peoplo should havo some idea what 
degroo of risk they run in their natural 
anxiety to avoid pain.

New York, June 10. — Tho Times 
says: Beecher preached yesterday on

our melancholy and horrible ideas of 
death are of heathen origin. Beecher 
then read Bryant's "Thanatopsis," 
which he said was among tho best speci- 
mens of exalted and beautiful heathen- 
ism the sweetest pagan song over sung. 
Ho made comparisons of Christian sen- 
timonts with "Bryant's pagan song," by 
reading several passages of tho Scripture 
bearing upon the subject of death. Af- 
ter which ho continued in substance as 
follows: All this dark and gloomy 
literature about death is unscriptural 
and tho whole paraphernalia of gloom 
is pagan. Why should wo darken our 
houses when the gato of heaven opens 
to a saint! Was. not the death of 
Christ tho destruction of death and the 
illumination of tho tomb 1 The conso- 
lations of religion ought to bo stronger 
than' our grief at death, even of our 
loved ones. 

Central America. 



June 2d tho Granada entered the 
port of San Jose de Guatemala, early 
in the morning, and it was seen that 
one of the volcanoes near that place 
was active, th\e flames and smoke being 
distinctly visible from tho ship. The 
natives reported that the country had 
been visited by an earthquake the pre- 
vious day, and they wore excited with 
tho apprehension of another and per- 
haps severer shock. While the passen- 
gers Mere at dinner this fear was par- 
tially confirmed, as a shock was felt 
which caused a tremor to the ship very 
much like tho feeling caused by the rat- 
tling of an OLyribns over a rough cob- 
ble-stone pavement. There was no 
tidal wave, however, and no damage 
done. 

One of the Krupp guns has been 
placed in position at San Jose, and pre- 
parations are going on for mounting 
the othor three, so as to protect the 
wharf from any hostile act on the part 
of the Costa Rican gunboat, if any such 
is contemplated. 

The prospects for coffee in Costa Ri- 
ca are extremely favorable, and tho 
next crop, should no unforeseen disas- 
ter intervene, will be the largest yot 
known. 

South Amorlca. 

Dates from Callao are to May 1st. 
The Peruvian Cabinet resigned in a 
body on the 1 .'1th. 

The improvement of the financial sit- 
uation in Peru, particularly as regards 
bills of exchange on Europe, is having 
a salutary effect in various markets in 
the Pacific. 

The Bolza of Arequipa records the 
tragical end of tho ex-Sub-Prefect of 
Azangaro, Qhoquehuanca, a man who 
had rendered himself odious in that dis - 
triet through the many crimes he had 
committed or participated in. 

Wedding Stoitkd at the Altar. — 
There was a strange scone at Cincinnati 
ono clay last week. A respectable and in- 
telligent young lady waB engaged to bo 
married, and mado tho discovery that hor 
affianced was in the habit of drinking, and 
told him what sho had learned. He pro- 
mised nevor to drink again and she for- 
gavo him. Tho wedding day was subse- 
quently set, and all went well until tho 
morning appointed for the performance 
of tho coromony. During tho interval lie 
made his usual visits, and though ho drank 
at times, his betrothed never learned of 
liis faithlessness until it was nearly too 
lato to punish him for it. They wore 
standing side by side, and a moment 
more would havo found thorn man and 
wifo, whon his toll-talo breath spoko .of 
whisky. When tho minister propounded 
the usual question to her the r'esponso 
came faintly "No." In surprise tho ques- 
tion was again asked, and this time tho 
rosponso was clear and decisive, "No." 
She then turned to her lover, accused him 
of drinking, reminded him of his promise 
to her, and said that a man who would 
break a promise so solemnly mado could 
not bo relied upon, and sho feared to trust 
her futuro to such a man.
